PERTS CAN TELL THEM. 
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Sapphires Made by the Pound by 
a French Expert—Are Broken up 
With a Hammer to Merchantable 
Size and Then sent te Market. 
Rare Natural Stones Duplicated. 


Few of the fair Americans who visit 
of the precious stones that glitter about 


‘outskirts of Paris, says a Paris cor- 


on the market today. ’ 
Sapphires of remarkable beauty are 
alse now being made by the pound. So 
far there is only one manufacturer en- 
gaged in the sapphire business, and 
he acientist of such 
genius that his monopoly on this part 
of the trade will probably continue for 
a number of years. Both sapphires and 
rubles are of a kind that a princess 
would wear. Their difference from 


The four attributes which character- 
ize a precious stone are its density, its 
refraction, ite crystailiration and its 
color. The artificial stones are as hard 
as those made by nature. Their color 
can be for the rubles, from 
light pink to biood red; and for the 
sap from palest bive to almost 
hiack. The crystaliization is not ex- 
actly the same, nor is the index of re- 
fraction always the same But these 
are points by which the public does 
not fudge the value of a stone. What 
the public demands of a ruby or a 
sapphire ic that it retain its surface 
for an indefinite period—that is to say, 
that it be hard enough to keep its pol- 
ish and that it shall have a pleasing 
color. In these two respects the arti- 
fictal stones are perfect. Both rubies 
and sapphires are manufactured from 
pure alum and chromic acid. The 
method of manufacture, however, liz 
widely different. 
| VISIT TO THE FACTORY. 

I enfoyed today the unusual priv- 
iege of visiting the ruty manufactory 
of MM. Biavier et Nenouf, at Courbe- 
vole—one of the best equipped in 
France. During this visit a seore of 
rubies were manufactured, any one of 
which would have been worthy of 4 
place in the showcases of the Rue de 
la Paix.

GRAVE CRISIS. 

The assassinations, bomb-throwings and 
other demonstrations of Anarchism against Prop- 
erty and Authority, crowding so thick and fast 
since the dreadful outbreak in Portugal, and 
culminating day before yesterday in the murderous * 
attempts in New York and Colorado, are depress- 
ing to the most optimistic Observer of the events 
and tendencies of the times. The social crisis has 
become grave—solemn. No thoughtful man can 
look upon it save with serious apprehension. Every 
student of affairs knows that the awful fermenta- 
tion is still going on and asks “What next?” 

The enemies of social order and the promoters 
of industrial revolution have received, during the 
past year, comfort and encouragement from cenmia- 
gogues and agitators which have given a great im- 
petus to the anarchistic , -opaganda and a new fire 
to rebellious blood. are seeing the results— 
and the end is not yet. It is known that a series 
of terrifying crimes has been plotted, and it will 
be surprising if some of these diabolical schemes 
are not successfully carried out. Threats are 
breathed gainst financial and industrial leaders 
all over this country. Missives full of deadly men- 
ace have been sent to them. Managers of great 
iffterests im Los Angeles have been made victims 
of this damnable and cowardly sort of warfare. 
The passions of the beast have been aroused in 
the hearts of the dupes of the prophets of dis- 
content and upheaval, who have preached the doc- 
trine that Wealth is always predaceous, that cor- 
porations are all blood-suckers, that the managers 
of great enterprises are enemies of their race and 
that the never-saving propertyless man is entitled 
to a share of the possessions of the thrifty citizen 
who has accumulated the proceeds of his labor. 

It does not require a prolonged application of 
fire to ignite powder. Explosions were certain to 
follow the dissemination of incendiary ideas among 
explosive minds. And thus we have been brought 
to this grave and solemn juncture of affairs. 

The representatives of large interests are not 
the only ones who need take this ‘situation to heart. 
Every man who has a little business, every man 
who owns or is paying for a little home, is vitally 
concerned. The stability of the whole social fab- 
ric depends upon the sacredness of property rights; 
if these rights be overthrown the humble possessor 
of a little savings-bank account suffers as greatly 
as the controller of a trolley system; if the so- 
cialistic programme were carried out, you, the fru- 
g2i and industrious business men and working- 
men of Los Angeles and your families. would first 
feel the blight of it. And bieod-lust of the 
inflamed “Reds” is as likely/to strike you down 
with a fragment of a bomb as to slay a “predaceous“ 
captain of industry. 

is it not clear that conditions call for the har- 
monious co-operation of all elements of society in- 
terested in the preservation of social order? The 
time has come for a union of interests against rev- 
olutionary dogma and revolutionary act. The 
time has come for forming a solid front of the 
friends of constitutional liberty, of social peace, of 
the reign of law and of that constructive calm 
which makes for progress and prosperity—against 
the advocates of upheaval, the cedtilies of unrest 
and the exploders of dynamite. The time has come 
for a forgetting of petty factions and foolish feuds 
and a getting together of those who at bottom 
think alike. 

The voice of the demagogue cannot be hushed; 
but it can be denied a hearing; and when it is 
wasted on darkness and deafness there will be an 
end to bomb-throwers in this blessed Land of Free- 
dom 


OSTLY “HELLO” FAILURE. | 

Up in Manitoba, where No. 1 hard comes 
from, they are paying the price of pubiic owner- 
ship and are making wry faces over it. The sun 
is tremendously powerful in Manitoba for four 
months in the year, but old Boreas blows icy 
blasts for an even longer time, and the result is 
that there are a number of half-baked people there 
whose thoughts run along the same groove as 
those of the underdone reformers of Los Angeles. 
In public ownership they think they see the panacea 
of all evils. 

They are changing their tune in the Canadian 
province now that government ownership of tele- 
phones is proving such a miserable failure. Some 
months ago The Times pointed out how bad a 
bargain had been made by the Manitoba Cabinet 
in giving $3,300,000 for the Bell system and equip- 
ment which some pefsons were harsh enough ta 
describe as little better than a lot of old junk. 
When too late the local government apparently 
began to realize that it paid at least $1,000,000 too 
much and it has been .up to all sorts of dodges 
since in an attempt to make a favorable showing 
and its action. 

Wpen it went to the country with the govern- 
ment ownership cry, the Manitoba Ministry told 
the people that after it got hold of the telephone 
system existing charges would be cut in two and 
that before the ceritury was very much older the 
rates would be still further reduced, The Bell 
schedules were referred to as ridiculous and ex- 
orbitant, and fascinating pictures were drawn as 
to what would be done with the immense sums 
the Bell company was popularly supposed to draw 
annually in the shape of dividends. 

But it’s a far different story now. All these as- 
sertions and promises have been forgotten and 
instead of a reduction in the rates, advances have 
been ordered. Even with these aids the Telephones) 
Commission is considering other ways to raise 
money by taxation to enable it to make both ends 
meet. The Winnipeg correspondent of the New 
York Tribune, who has been inquiring into the 
subject, says the promise of reduced rates seems 
as far from fulfillment as ever and whenever a mem- 
ber of the provincial Department of Telephones, or 
a member of the Telephone Commission, is asked 
when the promised reduction of rates is likely to 
become effective he replies with the now stereo-. 
typed phrase, “I have nothing for publication on 


the matter.” 
And such is public ownership under the Manitoba 


government! 


ARIOUS KINDS OF PENITENTS. 

The New Testament scriptures furnish two ex- 
amples of the penitent. One was the poor tax- 
farmer under the Roman government hated of all 
Jews. He stood back near the temple door, and 
with downcast eyes sighed out his humble prayer, 
“Lord, be merciful to be a sinner.” The other was 
a thief and he was being crucified for his sins, 
His prayer was just-—“Lord, remember me when 
Thou comest into Thy kingdom.” 

This sample of penitence has been the guide to 
many.

THE PAPAL DECREE.

Affecting Society, the Bulwark of 
the Home—Fashionable Novels and 
Sensational Lecturers Sowing the 
Seed That Lead to Destruction.

Aftér reading the papal decree, ex- 
tending the Council of Trent's ruling 
to the world and announcing his of- 
ficial construction of its provisions, the 
bishop spoke of marriage as one of the 
most vital problems affecting society. 
He asserted that marriage is the bul- 
wark of the home; that it makes, pro- 
tects, safeguards and ennobles it. 
Whatever interferes with home life its 
an injury to society. .As marriage is 
protected in the purposes for which 
God established it, so is society 
blessed, said the prelate. 

“Anything that strikes at marriage’s 
sacred character,” he said, “strikes at 
society, and its degradation and (dis- 
honor must result tn the overthrow of 
order and the home's destruction. Dis- 
solution of marriage by reason of fraud 
and crime or for the whims and ca- 
prices of people, must work frightful! 
havoc to the morals of the community. 
Our modern society will reach the con- 
dition of the Romans of old when, 
as Leo XIII quotes, ‘women used to 
reckon years not by the change of 
consuls but by their husbands.’ 

“False theories of marriage se sap- 
ping the foundstions of society. The 
fashionable novel, eané even fashion- 
able lecturers, are sowing the seed 
which will result in destruction. They 
give false ideas of liberty, create <dis- 
cussions in the home, breed a spirit 
of unrest, encourage rebellion against 
divine and ecclesiastical law, and cast, 
poor human nature into the whirlpool 
of passion in which it soon finds itself 
reduced to degradation and misery. It 
is necessary that we preach the sanc- 
tity of Christian marriage and under- 
stand its nature and obligations as well 
as blessings. We are’Chrietians re- 
deemed in the blood of Jesus Christ 
and fer us marriage is 4 sacrament, 
sacred with the power to dispense the, 
blood of Jesus Christ, as are all the 
other sacraments. We need to remem- 
ber that Christ came to save mankind 
and that He and not the world is the 
of our life. Christ came to 


of the Christian family. He united His 
divinity with our humanity and thus 
gives us a type of marri He united 
Himeelf with His chu in order to 
give us an example of the indiesolu- 
bility of the union which Is effected in 
Christian marriage.

Christian must remember that mar 
riage is a sacrament, 


Christ te confer grace upon the mar- 


souls and bring up their children in 
the love and fear of God. 
“To protect the marrage tie, to safe- 
guerd family life, to strengthen so- 
ciety, the church is heard again in 
our day and civilization, preaching the 
old doctrine of Christian marriage and 
calling her children’s attention to the 
discipline with which she determined 
to surround this source of Christian 
society. In the presence of threaten- 
ing evil, the church renews her ef- 
forts to save marriage from contempt 
and threatened degradation. 
“Bhe preaches its divine origin, it’s 
unity and its indissolubility, inveighs 
against anvthing that would destroy 
its sacredness, raises her voice for the 
protection of our aitars and our homes, 
asserts that the guarantee of the hap- 
piness of mankird is in the personal 
Pwity of men and women and the 
ctity of marriage. She maintains 
the integrity of homes, loves and safe- 
guards them. By her legislation she 
proclaims her authority over ail who 
have received baptism in her fold, 
and she defines the conditions of the 
aw of marriage according to her 
ws 


“She wishes to save her children from 
the degradation of a purely civil con- 
tract, and therefore she insists as a 
condition of validity that her minis- 
ters perform the marriage, thus cast- 
ing about it all the beauty and dignity 
of religion. She would thus tmpress 
upon them its religious character, and 
make them realize that it is a life 
duty upon which God's biessings wall 
the grace of the sacra- 
ment.” 


CORPORATIONS INDISPENSABLE. 


Business Development Requires Ex- 
penses That Individuals 
Cannot Afford. 


It is popular today to assail the 
corporation. It is unpopular to defend 
it or to utter any plea for impartial 
and fair examination of its merits by 
its assailants, who are deceiving the 
people by the violence of their vitu- 
peration. But there is coming a re- 
action. We shall after a time - 
ize it as a natura! and indispensable 
feature of our ecomomy. The adjust- 
ments will have been made in all par- 
ticulars as they are now in some. 
} There is no longer any competition be- 

tween a stage route and railway 
that disturbs the people. The steam- 
boat has drifted off the Mississippi 
with as little friction as its fogs dis- 
appear. There is no clash between the 
hand looms and the power looms. The 
brick and mortar lifts are not cursed 
‘by the hod-carriers. machines 
that in about every instance have been 
opposed are recognized and used as 
invaluable adjuncts to labor. It is all 
plain—men have become as big as a 
loom and a railroad. After a e we 
shall get great enough and so used to 
great things in their application to 
business as to accept them, even 
against the protests of men who are 
forced to give way before them, and 
even to abandon their business for 
some other kind of enterprise. While 
the adjustment is going on there is 
always friction and loud complaint. 
New shoes gall the feet sometimes, 
because they do not fit, and sometimes 
because the feet are not accustomed 
to shoes. In great enterprises there is 
always much of pioneering to be done, 
many experiences to be made, many 
points at which there is friction. But 
it is as costly to the enterprise as to 
the people. Intelligence will yield a 
mutual forbearance.—(Chancellor Day 
in Lesiie’s Weekly. 


PROPER USE OF WINES. 


The Total Consumption Compared 
w Liquors in Different 
Countries. 


The large increase in the consump- 
tion of wines in this country is due 
to the bit of using them at our 
meals, says the New York World. 
Many of our people have adopted the 
sensible European custom of drinking 
lig .t wines only at the family table. 
Wines are not intended to used 
to intoxicate, but to be taken with 
food, and in the same manner as food 
—that is, temperately. When a man 
wants a stimulant, he does not want a 
light wine, and therefore he takes 
whisky or some other strong drink. 
On the other hand, people who habitu- 
ally drink wines seldom crave for 
spirituous liquors. Thts is abundantly 
proved by the people of the wine- 
drinking countries of Europe. In 
France, for example, where the total 
consumption of wines is thirty-four 
galions of wihe a year for every man, 
woman and child, the per capita con- 
sumption of alcoholic liquors is only 
eight and one-half gallons. In Italy 
the consumption of wine is thirty-two 
gallons per capita per year, while the 
per capita consumption of all alcoholic 
liquors is only one-half gallon. 

Contrast these figures with those 
furnished by the _ alcoholic-drinking 
countries. In Great Britain the total 
consumption of alcoholic liquors is 
over thirty-eight gallons per, capita, 
while the consumption of wines is only 
one-half gailon per capita. In Ger- 
many the consumption of alcoholic 
liquors ts thirty-four gallons per cap- 
ita, while the capita 
is about

PATHETIC END. 


Children Hear of Her Death: 
Two Days After. 


Would Have Been Buried in 


Potter's Field. 
Police Hospital ‘Authorities 
Are Blamed. 


While the body of Mra. Phoebe Ann 
Green was being prepared for burial 
in the potter’s field, her son, Albert 
P. Green, president of the Green- 
Marshall Paint Company, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Pearl Chandlee, of No. 
1706 Michigan avenue, sat through the 
service at the Central Baptist Church, 
yesterday morning, expecting to greet 
their mother at its close. Arrange- 
meits had been made for a family din- 
her party, at which the mother was to 
be honored guest, but she died at the 
County Hospital, Saturday night, of 
injuries received in a street car acci- 
dent the day before. ; 

Mrs. Green left the home of Mrs. 

Chandilee Friday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
intending to go to her son's residence 
at No. 811 Grand View, where she had 
lived for the past two years. As she 
stepped from the car at Seventh and 
Alvarado streets, two blocks from her 
home, she fell to the pavement and 
sustained a severe brain concussion. 
She was taken to the Receiving Hos- 
pital, where she was only able to give 
her name before she became uncon- 
scious. 
There seems to have been no great 
effort made by the police, or the hos- 
pital officials to find out who the pa- 
tient was. Two sons and a daughter, 
and two nephews, all have "phones, as 
might have been determined by con- 
sulting the directory. 

ODD CIRCUMSTANCBS. 
While his mother lay unconscious at 
the hospital, A. P. Green supposed she 
was still at Mrs. Chandlee’s. She had 
said, before leaving home, that she 
might remain with her daughter for a 
week because of the illness of a little 
grandson. 

Mrs. Chandlee took it for granted 
that her mother had arrived safely at 
her son's house, for although Mrs. 
Green was 66 years old, she was active 
and often made the trip between the 
two residences unattended. 

After the service, at the Central 
Church, yesterday morning, Mr. Green 
and Mre. Chandlee met and simulta- 
neously asked the question: “Where's 
mother?” When neither could answer 
it, fear gripped their hearts. Mr. 
Green hastened home and _ telephoned 
to relatives but none could relieve his 
anxiety, but happening to pick up a 
copy of the Sunday Times, he read in 
it the account of the death of his 


mother.
